“I discovered little and 
even the health-education 
centre at the Education 
Department told me few 
Victorian schools had full 
health programmes,” 

“TI then sought out 
teachers interested in in- 
troducing these pro- 
grammes and that led me 
to St. Albans, where at 
least one school, St. 
Albans East Primary, 
was conducting a_nutri- 

. tion and dental-health 
programme related to the 
school canteen.”
